FIGHTING CONTINUES

New York, December 19.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Russian and Rumanian 
troops, who have been in retreat before 
the Teutonic allies in Dobrudja, seem- 
ingly now are at a point where they 
either must make a stand or cross the 
Danube into southwest Bessarabia, or 
into Moldavia in the region of Galatz, 

The latest ficial communication 
from Berlin says that in Dobrudja the 
Russians have retreated past. their 
newly fortified positions in the north 
and that the Teutonic allies now are 
advancing toward the lower Danube. 


Aside from the announcement of the ! 


capture of more than a thousand Rus- 
sians and Rumanians, and the taking 
of numerous vehicles loaded with pro- 
Visions, no méntion is made by Berlin 
of the advance in Moldavia. 

In the Carpathians the Russians and 
Teutonic allied forces continue fight- 
ing, but with no great victories fall- 
ing to either side. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON OTHER FRONTS. 


In all the other theaters artillery en- 
gagements preponderate, only sma]] in- 
fantry actions having taken place any- 
where. Berlin records attacks favor- 
able to the Turks and Bulgarians in 
the Struma region of the Macedonian 
front. : 

On the right bank of the Meuse river 
in the Verdun sector the French and 
the Germans throughout Tuesday 
fought spirited artillery duels, especial- 
ly near Bezonvaux, the Caurieres wood 
and Chambrettes. The infantry of 
neither side left their trenches, Recip- 
rocal bombardments took place along 
the British front in France, and also 
along the line in Belgium. 


GAINS ARE MADE 
‘BY THEINVADERS 
ON DOBRUDJA LINE 


Berlin, December 19.—(Via Sayville.) 
The capture ef more than 1,000 Rus- 
sians and Rumanians on the Rumanian 
fromt is announced in today’s state- 
ment from army headquarters. 

The Russians and Rumanians in Do- 
brudja are continuing their rétreat and 
are approaching the lower Danube. 

The statement says: 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: During the.last two days 
in local engagements more than 1,000 
Russians and Rumanians were brought 


in as prisoners and many vehicles, —

“In northern Dobrudja the enemy 
continued to retreat northward beyond 
their new fortified positions. Our 
army is advancing toward the lower 
Danube.” 


TEUTONS CHECKED, 
RUSSIANS REPORT. 


Petrograd, December 19.—(By Wire- 
less to London.)—The Russian war of- 


fice today issued the following regard- 


ing operations in Rumania: 

“Rumanian Front: Two enemy 
squadrons with a battery of horse ar- 
tillery deployed in the region of the 
village. of Batogu, west of Vizuru, 
but retired in disorder under the fire 
of our artillery. Two cannon and a 
limber were hit by our artillery and 
abandoned by the enemy.” 


FRENCH TROOPS 
REPULSE A RAID 
BY THE GERMANS 


Paris, December 19.—A raid was un- 
dertaken by German troops last night 
on the Somme front north of Chilly. 
The announcement from the war of- 
fice today says the effort was without 
permanent success. 

On the Verdun front active artillery 
fighting occurred in the regions of 
Louvemont and Chambrettes. 

The communication follows: 

“South of the River Somme yester- 
day evening German troops undertook 
a surprise attack upon our trenches 
north of Chilly. One detachment of 
the enemy was successful in penetrat-

Charged With fXegligence. 

Duehay charged Arnold with gross 
negligence. The latter’s statement of 
the case has caused Senator Hoke 
Smith to take up the cudgels vigorous- 
ly in his behalf, and he will conduct 
the examination of witnesses in the de- 
partment of justice probe tomorrow. 

Mr. Arnold, as deputy warden, had 
given orders that Fay was not to be 
permitted outside the guard line. On 
the day of the escape Fay secured a 
pass from another official to enter the 
power house, which was on the border 
of the guard lines but inside the walls. 
In some manner he escaped and nos 
not been apprehended. 

According to Senator Hoke Smith, 
who conducted a quiet investigation at 
the prison last November, interviewing 
the warden and a number of guards, 
Mr. Arnold has ma@e an excellent of- 
ficial.

FURTHER MOVES 


NOT FORECLOSED 


By Lloyd-George’s Speech. 
That Is First Impression 
in Washington—Von Bern- 
storff Takes Optimistic 
View. 


Washington, December 19.—The first 
official impression here of Lloyd- 
George’s reply to the German peace 
proposals, with the announcements of 
Russia, Italy and France, is that it 
does not foreclose further moves which 
might look to a discussion of peace 
such as the central powers have sug- 
gested. es 

This view is held by officials of the 
administration and of the German em- 
bassy. . 

Official Washington practically is 
unanimous, however, in the opinion 
that the British premier’s speech has 
shown that any positive action by the 
United States toward mediation not 
only would be premature, but might 
embarrass such action later. 

It was stated authoritatively tonight 
that for the present the United States 
would act only as an _ intermediary, 
transmitting communications between 
the ‘belligerents. 


Von Bernstorfi’s View. 

The German embassy interprets the 
British premier’s speech as opening the 
door to a further discussion, although 
the German diplomats, intimately fa- 
miliar with the aims and views of the 
central powers, make 


outcome of such negotiations. 


to the German communication follows 
the tenor of the premier’s speech, the 
entente, from the Teutonic viewpoint, 
has done all expected of it and has 
brought the idea of a peace conference 
one step nearer realization. 

“It appears from the British pre- 
mier’s speech,” said Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, in an 
authorized statement, “that the answer 
of Great Britain will not end the mat- 
ter. To me it looks as if there will be 
at least one more exchange of notes, 
which will talk of the future and not 
of the past.” 

The allies’ responses are viewed by 
administration officials not as a flat 
refusal, but as the answer most to be 
expected from a group of belligerents 
eager to throw back on their adver- 
saries in a world diplomatic struggle 
for public opinion all the onus of hav- 
ing caused the war and of having 
brought about conditions under which 
peace was morally wrong. Neverthe- 
less, with this predicted diplomatic 
move out of the way, officials foresee 
the opportunity, almost the invitation, 
for Germany to make another cautious 
advance which finally may bring out 
the minimum bases of contention. 

German Embassy Optimistic. 

German embassy officials were opti- 
mistic, because the British premier did 
not flatly refuse to enter into a dis- 
cussion.

Premier Lloyd-George, in a 
Speech Cheered by the 
Commons, Says It Would 
Be Poltroonery to Consider 
Peace Terms That Did Not 
Include Fullest Restitution.

GERMAN PEACE OFFER 
DENOUNCED AS NOOSE 
TO STRANGLE ALLIES 


Lloyd-George Scores Ger- 
many for Deeds in Belgium 
and Serbia, and for Her 
Unbridled Lust of Power. 
Britain Accepted War for 
Great Principle and Will 
Continue to End—Premier 
Says German Chancellor’s 
Speech for Peace MWas 
Really a Long Paean of 
Victory — Former Premier 
Asquith Supports Lloyd- 
George. 


London, December 19.—The announce- 
ment in the house of commons today 
by David Lloyd-George, the new prime 
minister, that the first acts of his ad- 
ministration was the rejection of the 
proposal of the central powers for a 
peace conference constituted one of the 
most momentous gecenes which the old- 


‘est parliamentary veterans had ever 


witnessed. 

The new premier declared that before 
the allies could give favorable con- 
sideration to such an invitation they 
must know that Germany was pre- 
pared to accedé to the allies’ terms, 
giving “complete restitution, full repa- 
rations and effectual guarantees” and 
to enter a conference upon the invita- 
tion of Germany, proclaiming herself 
victorious, without any knowledge of 
her proposals would be “putting our 
heads into a noose with the end of the 
rope in Germany’s hands.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George asserted that at 
the moment Germany was penning the 
note, assuring her convictions as to 
the rights of other nations, sne was 
dragging Belgians into slavery. He 
announced that the note presented 
through Washington contained no pro- 
posals of terms, but was a paraphrase 
of Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg's 
speech and that the allies had sepa- 
rately concluded to reject it, although 
they had informally exchanged views 
and would within a few days present 
a joint reply. 


ASQUITH BACKS

Secretary Baker Gives Com- 

-pulsory Proposition Quali- 
fied Support — Gen. Scott 
Exposes Defects of Guard 
System. /

Washington, December 19.—The agi- 


. tation for some form of compulsory 


military service in the United States 
received qualified support from Secre- 
tary Baker today before the house mil- 
itary committee, encouraging oppo- 
nents of the present volunteer system 
to predict that legislation for a change 
might be framed which would be sanc- 
tioned by Mr. Baker and possibly by 
President Wilson himself. The presi- 
dent has said he would not attempt to 
reach a decision on the subject until 
@ definite plan was placed before him. 
Baker on Compulsory Service. 

Replying to a direct question as to 
his yiews on compulsory military serv- 
ice, Secretary Baker said: 

“The obligation to serve the country 
fs a universal one. The question of 
how to bring about preparation for na- 
tional defense is one of policy rather 
than theory. Wihether universal mili- 
tary servicé or a selective conscrip- 
tion is the correct answer I do not 
know. The theory of a common in- 
terest in a common country would be 
satisfied by a method of selecting sol- 
diers that was not voluntary in char- 
acter.” 

The secretary told the committee 
that since congress had rejected the 
continental army plan in favor of the 
national guard system, he believed the 
guard should be given a fair trial. He 
did not amplify his suggestion in re- 
gard to the selective conscription. It 
is known that he has been studying 
the question of the proper basis of the 
military service. It is understood the 
plan under consideration contemplates 
the making of an inventory of men in 
the country and devising a means 
whereby every citizen would be made 
liable in a war emergency for the 
character of work for which he is best 
fitted. 

Mr. Baker will soon appear before 
the senate subcommittee on the Cham- 
berlain universal training bill. Major 
General Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff, 
was again before the subcommittee to- 
day, urging universal service legisla- 
tion, and submitting the report on the 
mobilization of the national guard for 
border duty compiled by Colonel W. C. 
Brown. 

Vital Faults in Guard System. 

The conclusion of the general staff, 
General Scott said, that no adequate 
G@cfense could be built up.under tie 
present volunteer system, was fully 
substantiated ny the reports of de- 


artmental commanders, inspector- 
nstructors and others, included in Col- 
onel Brown's compilation, and which 


disclosed vital and inherent faults in 
the national guard system. 

Colonel Brown, who commanded the 
Tenth cavalry under General Pershing 
and led the detachment which dealt the 


most severe punishment to the Villa 
bandits, was before the committee and 
told of the hardships the troops in 
Mexico encountered, adding that only 
thoroughly trained men and animals 
could have stood the strain. 

The mobilization repart shows that

of 128,000 enlisted men of the militia 
inspected on the border, $1,179, or 63 
per cent, were either transferred from 
militia organizations not called out or 


were new recruits, leaving only 37 per 
cent of the force “representing the na- 
tional guard or the organized militia 
element on the rolls of the organiza- 
tions in question at the date of call’ 

Of those who were on the rolls at the 
time of the call, according to the re- 
port, 47,657 were lost for various 
causes during the period of transition 
into the federal service, making the 
national guard as it went to the bor- 
der substantially a volunteer force. Of 
the number lost, 7,258 failed to respond 
to the call at all and 23,721 were re- 


jected for physical disability. 


Guardsmen Not Trained. 


As to the training of the foree be- 
fore it reached the border, the report 
says 63 per cent, or 81,263 men, had 
had less than three months’ military 
training of any kind and more than 
60,000 none at all. 

Turning to the marksmanship of the 
state troops, the report shows that 
56,813 never had fired a military rifle, 
and that more than 14,000 others had 
received rating of less than first-class 
at the targets. 

An active campaign for militia re- 
cruits carried on all over the United 
States from July 1 to October 31, con- 
tinues the report, produced about 15,000 
—a number insufficient to fill vacan- 
cies caused by discharge and casualties 
during the-same period. 

General Scott said that despite an al- 
most house to house canvass to get 
recruits, the regular army still is short 
about 26,000 men of the peace require- 
ment under the new law. 

General Scott made it plain that the 
general staff had no quarrel with the 
officers and men of the national guard, 
but only with the system, and argued 
that its defects were inherent in any 
plan that was based on the inclination 
of individuals toward military train- 
ing. 

Guard Not Ready to Fight. 

The national guard force mobilized on 
the Mexican border would have re- 
quired nearly a year of intensive train- 
ing to prepare it to meet trained 
troops, Major Scott declared before the 
senate sub-committee. 

“Fortunately the Mexicans were un- 
trained troops,” he added, ‘‘and our pur- 
pose to protect the border was accom- 
plished by the mere presence of our 
men on the border without firing a 
shot. We never contemplated sending, 
the national guard over the border un- 
til they had been trained, although I 
sat up until 2 or 3 o’clock every morn- 
ing at the war department fully expect- 
ing @ message saying that the fight 
was on, that Pershing’s force, or the 
border guard had been attacked. 

“We felt that the national guard 
troaps would have destroyed them- 
selves in marching had they been sent 
through that hard country. 

“General Pershing’s troops made phe- 
nomenal marches. There was nota na- 
tional guard organization that could 
have done it. It would have killed both 
men and horses.” 

General Scott said there were 20,000 
Carranza troops around the Pershing 
expedition, and 14,000 more opposite 
Douglas, where great American inter- 
ests are located. These were the points 
where he looked for attack. 

‘We sent the national guard down 
because it was all we had, and we 
wanted the Mexicans to see that sol- 
diers were coming,” said General Scott. 


Mobilization Beneficial. 

“We sent some units-almost un- 
equipped,” 

“Do you think this mobilization was 
beneficial for our country?’ asked Sen- 
ator Brady. 

‘“T do,” answered General Scott. “It 
was very beneficial. I[t prevented an 
attack and .gave protection to Ameri- 
can lives and property on the border 
for the first ‘time in five years,” 

General Scott disagreed with Gen- 
eral Wood's statement yesterday that 
six months’ intensive training would 
prepare soldiers for passage into a fed- 
eral reserve. The general staff be- 
lieved, he said, a year of intensive 
training to be the absolute minimum. 

Asked if double the pay of privates 
would improve the present system, 
General Scott said: 

“If you increase the pay of the army 
to a point where it would produce a 
force of the size we must have, you 
will bankrupt the nation.” ° 

Secretary Baker was warm in his 
praise of the enlisted regulars and in- 
formed the house committee that he 
had approved a suggestion that their 
pay be raised to $25 a month. He was 
enthusiastic over the summer training 
camp plan. 

Sims Discusses Naval Needs.

day Captain William S8S. Sims, com- 
mander of the battleship Nevada, as- 
serted that 14-inch guns were superior 
to the 16-inch weapons with which new 
American battle craft will be armed. 
There was wide difference of opinion 
in the navy, but he believed a ship 
equipped with 14-inch guns would de- 
feat a ship equipped with an equal 
number of 16-inch guns if properly 
handled. 
In the Falkland Islands battle, Cap- 
tain Sims said, the German commander 
robably would have defeated’ the 
ritish if he had forced the action to 
close range instead of running from 
the heavier, swifter ships. At 3,000 
yards, he said, the greater number of 
8-inch German guns would have- torn 
the big British ships to pieces. The 
British battle cruiser Indefatigable was 
struck 34 times, he said, but at such a 
distance that not a man was wounded 
nor any damage of consequence done. 
Captain Sims told the committee 
Great Britain had solved the problem 
of submarine attack. ee 
“Submarines cut no ice,” he said, as 
long as 2 fleet controls the surface.”

GERMANY DEFENDS. 
DEED OF SUBMARINE 


In Sinking American Steam- 


er Columbian—Alleged the 
Steamer Sent Wireless 
Messages About U-Boat. 


Berlin, December 19.—(Via Sayville.) 
The German government’s answer to 
the inquiry of the United States in 
regard to the sinking of the American 
steamship Columbian by a German sub- 
marine has been handed to Joseph C. 
Grew, the American charge d'affaires. 

The note states, according to the 
Overseas News agency, that at the 
time the incident occurred it was im- 
possible on account of the weather to 
see for a distance of three nautical 
miles. The wind and sea were rather 
high. 

“After a warning shot and the set- 
ting of the signal ‘send your papers 
on board,’ the Columbian set the sig- 
nal ‘I cannot discern your flag,’” the 
note continues. “This answer seemed 
to be justified on account of the rela- 
tive position of the ships and the di- 
rection of the wind, which directed 
the flying flag toward the steamer. The 
submarine therefore approached under 
the water, and through its periscope 
made a closer inspection of the steam- 
ship, which had stopped. The subma- 
rine then emerged near the steamer. 

Germans Saw American Flag. 

“While the submarine was proceed- 
ing under water it was observed that 
the steamer carried the American flag 
and bore the name ‘Columbian, New 
York,’ and also had wireless apparatus. 
Judging from her course, the steamer 
had come from an_English or French 
port. On account of the empty wooden 
boxes on the deck she seemed to have 
landed horses, which are absolute con- 
traband of war. 

“On account of the difficulty of hav- 
ing boats come to the submarine for 
the purpose of making an investigation 
the commander of the submarine gave 
up his intention of inspecting her pa- 
pers and signalled to the steamer ‘you 
are dismissed’ and, running above wa- 
ter left the steamer. Thereupon the 
steamer resumed her former course. 

“A short time afterward it was re- 
ported to the commander of the sub- 
marine by his wireless station that 
since the submarine had emerged wire- 


less messages sent by the American 
steamer had been read which, in addi- 
tion to the signal of distress, the §, 
©. S., also contained in plain English 
reports regarding the submarine such 
as, for instance ‘a submarine is cruis- 
ing around us,’ and the position of the 
submarine at the moment. 

“These wireless messages prompted 
the commander to return and stop the 
steamer a second time. Although the 
wind and weather had become still 
heavier he succeeded in again sight- 
ing and coming up with the Columbian 
and reaching an understanding with 
her by signals that followed from the 
submarine that her wireless apparatus 
was to be used with diminished ine 
tensity, only for intercourse with the 
submarine. 


Put Prize Crew on Board. 
“The submarine then, together with 


| the Columbian and the Norwegian 
steamer Balto, which had been stopped 
previously and had a prize crew put 
on board, traveled in a westward di- 
rection during the night, and in the 
morning, during better weather, in- 
spected the ship’s papers of the Co- 
lumbian. After the inspection the 
commander decided to sink the ship be- 
cause of the assistance she had given 
contrary to neutrality. 

“The crew, in their own boats, were 
conveyed on board the steamer Balto 
and later, together with the crew of 
the Balto, put on the Norwegian 
steamer Vaeringen. The Vaeringen re- 
ceived an order to carry all the crews 
to the Spanish port of Camirinas and 
executed the order. The captain of the 
Columbian was at first kept by the 
commander of the submarine on board 
with him, but on November 10 the cap- 
tain was landed by the submarine’s 
commander at*the Bay of Camirinas. 

“From the statements made above, 
the conduct of the commander of the 
submarine appears fully justified, for 
the Columbian, by her wireless reports 
regarding the position of the subma- 
rine, which apparently were intended to 
cal] thither hostile naval forces, had 
voluntarily put herself into the service 
of the hostile defense against sub- 
marines and therefore had taken an im- 
mediate part in hostile action. Such ac- 
tion, under the principles of interna- 
tional law (compare also paragraph 46, 
section 1, article 1 of the declaration 
of London on naval warfare) necessar- 
ily gave her the character of a hostile 
merchantman so that shé might be cap- 
tured and sunk as such. The sinking 
itself was accomplished after the tak- 
ing over of the ship’s papers and the 
saving of all human life. 


Alleges Columbian Carried Contraband. 


_ “If the government, of the United 
otates, in its instruction to the em- 
bassy in Berlin, states that the Co- 
lumbian sailed under ballast, then it 
was apparently incorrectly informed. 
The report made by Captain Curtis in 
The London Times of Noveinber 15 had 
already stated that the ship when she 
encountered the submarine, had a cargo 
of 9,000 tons, The German commander, 
in addition, when inspecting the ship’s 
papers, found, he has stated, that the 
Columbian had 4,900 tons of steel plates 
on board, in addition to smalier quan- 
tities of various goods, among which 
were copper, potash soda, motor 
wheels and portions of machines. Ac- 
cording to the descriptions of the cap- 
tain, the steel plates were of grenade 
steel, and therefore were for the manu- 
facture of projectiles, and thus, accord- 
ing to section 21, line 2, of the German 
prize court orders, were absolute con- 
traband. 

“Likewise, the copper cargo, accord- 
ing to section 21, line 38 of: the prize 
order, was absolute contraband. 

“Since the ship was bound for Genoa, 
which, as is known, is an Italian land 
and sea fortress, and a base of opera- 
tions and provisioning of Italian land 
and sea forces, the judicial presumption 
of a hostile destination existed also for 
that part of the cargo which, like motor 
wheels, was only relative contraband.” 

The note then adds that the reports 
made by the commanders of the sub- 
marine have been transmitted to a com- 
petent prize court at Hamburg which 
will decide as to the legality of the 
measures taken by the commander. The 
Americans interested in the ship and 
her cargo are therefore urged to bring 
forward in due time and form at this

~ UPON GEN. CARRANZ 


‘Of Deciding Whether United 
States Shall Continue Ef- 
forts for Adjustment. 


Philadelphia, December 19.—Secre- 
tary of Interior Lane and his colleagues 
on the Mexican-American joint commis- 
sion placed upon General Carranza to- 
day the responsibility of deciding 
whether the American government 
should continue its efforts to effect an 


amicable adjustment of the question af- 
fecting the relations of the two coun- 
tries, and then adjourned until after 
the holidays. 

Through Carranza’s representatives on 
the commission the Americans sent to 
him a communication further explain- 
ing the United States’ position and con- 
taining protestations that there exists 
no intention to violate the sovereignty 
of Mexico. It was made clear, however, 
that there can be no modification of the 
conditions on which the American 
troops will be withdrawn from Mexico, 
and that the attitude of the government 


nae 


as outlined in the protocol signed at 
Atlantic City has not been altered. 

The communication was terse, but 
studious care had been exercised to 
keep out any phraseology that might 
give offense to the Mexican executive. 
It was handed to the Mexican repre- 
sentatives in joint session and trans- 
mitted by them almost immediately to 
Queretaro, where, it is expected, it will 
be given prompt consideration by Gen- 


‘eral Carranza. 


The message of the Americans was 
in reply to that presented by the Mexi- 
cans when they reconvened here yes- 
terday. 

Neither the American nor the Mexi- 
can commissioners appeared pessimis- 
tic in their contemplation of the future. 
The Mexicans appeared confident that 
ratification of the protocol would be 
withheld no longer, and that shortly 
after the beginning of the new year 
they would te discussing with the 
American commissioners other ques- 
tions in which both nations are inter- 
ested. 

It was not decided where the com- 
missioners would reconvene in the 
event Carranza approved the protocol, 
but it appeared almost certain that the 


, future session’ would be in New York. 


It was believed by the Mexicans that 
they would receive from Carranza with- 
in a week or ten days his answer, and 
that the conferences might be resumed 
not later than January 2.

On Western Front 


Passage of Presents for the 


British Troops Delayed by 
the Constant Transport of 
Shells. 


With the British Armies in France, 
December 19.—(Via London. From a 
Staff Correspondent of the Associated 
Press.)—Thousands upon thousands of 
packages from “home” are pouring in 
for the soldiers of the British empire 
fighting in France as harbingers of 
Christmas, but the usually gald season 
of “peace on earth, good will to men” 
will bring no cessation of hostilities 
this year, and Christmas day promises 
to go down in history as just amother 
24 hours of ceaseless shelling and war 
activity all along the line. 

This promises to be the most boun- 
teous Christmas of the three the Brit- 
ish “Tommies” have spent on the for- 
eign field of battle, and the problem of 
transporting the big and little parcels 
cross channel and through the various 
stages of progress to the very front 
trench itself has been one not easy to 
solve. Not even Christmas tokens can 
be allowed to interfere with the real 
business of the war—the constant 
bringing up of shells, shells, shells. 

Through rain, fog and darkness, by 
day and by night, the British guns 
ceaselessly pound the German trenches. 
Prisoners recently captured say that 
the effect of the everlasting drumming 
of the guns aimost drove them insane. 
Captured letters written from the 
trenches also speak of the terrors of 


the constant shelling. “Death is far 
better than this,” wrote one private to 
his wife.

tional law, to take adequate measures. 
Decrees Against Idleness. 


“Clear-sighted Belgians in the spring 
of 1915 drew my attention to the dan- 
gers of idleness and distaste for work. 
They showed that assistance from 
whatever direction it came constituted 
finally a burden.upon the economic life 


idleness. The result was that the work- 

ing people deteriorated physically and 
morally, and that especially skilled la- 
borers lost their capacity and could not 
be employed in time of peace in Bel- 
gian indusf?fry. 

“Guided by those motives and in col- 
laboration with competent Belgian 
ministers, my decrees against idleness 
were issued in August, 1915, and sup- 
plemented by a decree of May 15, 1916. 
These decrees did not anticipate com- 

pulsory labor, except. when a person 
out of work, being offered comfortable 
wages corresponding to his skill, re- 
fused to work without sufficient rea- 
son and became a charge upon the 
public benevolence. I recognized ex- 
pressly as a motive for legitimate re- 
fusal a reason based upon internation- 
al law, that no worker could be forced 
to do war work. 

“The decrees were founded upon con- 
siderations of health and conform to 
the right, which, without doubt, subor- 
dinates industrial liberty to collective 
interests. It was necessary, in order to 
avoid public calamity, to give effica- 
cious application to this decree to this 
end: Lists of works should have been 
given by the mayors to the idle. In- 
scribed on these lists was an offer for 
average work at good wages. It is true, 
as in the domain of the governor gen- 
eral, there was-only a limited quantity 
of work for the idle, they had to be 
utilized. by working them in Germany. 

Taken hy Force to Germany. 


‘Idle. workmen who would not ac- 
cept work offered them were taken by 
force to Garmany.. They also. received 
wages, but less than was given those 
who enrolled themselves as free labor- 
ers. I hope that it will not be neces- 
sary to apply these measures: except 
in exceptional cases. A large part of 
the simple people have in them sane 
business, and it is by tens of thousands 
that Belgian workers have gone al- 
ready into Germany, where they were 
placed upon the same footing as Ger- 
man workers. They have earned wages 
higher than those which they have ever 
received in Belgium, supporting them- 
selves and their families, while their 
companions live in misery in Belgium. 

“You must acknowledge, after thesé 
details, thanks to the transportation of 
idle Belgians to Germany, Belgian eco- 
nomic interests are entirely safeguard- 
ed. When vou treat the workers in this 
manner you render them a better serv- 
ice than if you allow,them to refuse to 
work, and when you oblige the German 
authorities to take severe measures, if 
it has been necessary to use harshness 
in taking workmen, and also if employ- 
ed have been taken, the blame must be 
upon the mayors who have refused to 
hand over lists of the idle, or where

“Every morning in his life,” one of 
his associates confided to me, “Mr. 
Rosenwald visits his mother before 
coming to work. And when he re- 
turns from out-of-town trips, no mat- 
ter how we may be clamoring for him 
at the office, he first visits Ht mother, 
who is in her eighty-fourth year and 
active in mind and body. Mr. Rosen- 
wald once remarked,to me, ‘I regard 
as a fresh gift from God every day He 
spares her to me.”

INCREASED PAPER COST. 


extraordinary and unprecedented ad- 
vance in the cost of white paper has proven 
fatal to hundreds of country weekly news- 


papers all over the United States, and the 
end is not yet. 

The statement was made the other day 
by a well-known publisher before the Calli- 
fornia Press association, that already 800 
country town papers in the United States 
have gone out of business since the price 
of paper began advancing; and there is no 
telling how many more will follow when the 
burden of the advance actually hits them in 
the beginning of the new year. 

Where the small paper, published week- 
ly, of four to eight pages and of a few hun- 
dred circulation, or a thousand at most, is 
compelled to suspend publication altogether 
on account of the added burden, it becomes 
apparent how heavily the weight falls upon 


the dailies, with circulation running into the’ 


thousands. 


f 


To meet the new conditions country 
weeklies which can continue to hold their 
heads above water, dailies and publications 
of every class with which paper is the chief 
single item of expense, have been compelled 
to advance their prices, or to give notice of 
such advance, upon the only commodities 
they have to offer—subscriptjons and adver- 
tising. 

Many of these have already done so. In 
numerous cities the country over subscrip- 
tion prices have often doubled, while ad- 
vertising rates have been advanced suffi- 
ciently to take care, in part at least, of the 
enormous added expense which publishers 
are now compelled to meet. 

Where advances have not taken place 
already, notice has been given that they 
will come. with the beginning of the new 
year or immediately thereafter. ,Hundreds 
of country weeklies have been compelled to 
advance their subscription rates from the 
usual price of one dollar to a dollar and a 
half, and, in many instances, to two dollars 
a year. And they have increased advertising 
rates in proportion. This will lift a part of 
the burden, though in many cases it will 
fall short of relieving it altogether. 

Responding to the law of supply and de- 
mand, the print paper situation was never 
more serious than it is today. In some ip. 
stances publishers may find it impossible to 
secure paper to meet their entire needs, at 
any price. 

These conditions have 
policy of conservation which publishers the 
country over have been prompt to adopt. 
The number of papers printed is made to 
accord more closely than ever with actual 


paid subscription lists; few extra ones are 


necessitated a 


available. Free lists and exchanges have 
been suspended. 

Nor has there been the slightest objection 
by the patrons of the newspapers—both ad- 
subscription—to these

sponsible, and yet to meet which they have 


no alternative but to so increase their reve- 
nues as to meet a part of the increased bur- 


den of expense.

gambling schemes. 

Tragedy, of almost daily occurrence some- 
where in Georgia, can be traced directly to 
these liquor shipments upon which, in many 
communities, there is scant check and where 
conditions are growing continually worse as 
the amount of liquor consumed increases. 

The state denies the right to every citi- 
zen within it to publish or spread liquor ad- 
vertisements of any sort; nevertheless, fed- 
eral government permits nullification of 
state law and makes enforcement impos- 
sible. 

Less serious, perhaps, than the tragedies 
to which this continued influx of liquor gives 
rise, but serious enough at that, is the fact 
that in some of the smaller communities of 
the state the people have been compelled 
voluntarily to give up the almost essential 
conveniences of express and freight depots, 
in order to shut off the supply of liquor 
which was debauching the negroes through- 
out the surrounding territory and creating 
continual disorder on their streets. 

Happily, congress appears to be arousing 
itself to the necessity for action. If it pro- 
poses to accord the remedy, it should not de- 
lay. The bill closing the mails to liquor ad- 
vertisement and solicitation has already 
been favorably reported by the house post- 
office committee. It is ready for action by 
the house. 

The present congress cannot afford to 
end its session on March 4 next without 
having granted this essential relief.

“Uncle Remus” and His 
Associates on Constitution 


(From The Christian Science Monitor, Bos- 
ton.) 
Some day somebody competent to handle 


the subject will, no dowbt, tell, as it should 
be told, what the composing room of the 
newspaper office has done for journalism 
Fifty 
years ago a very large majority of the news- 
paper writers of the country, and a large 
number of the leading contributors to pe- 
riodicals, were graduates of the high stool 
and the case. In the civil war period some 
of the most distinguished editors of the na- 
tion were former compositors. The country 


weekly and the small town daily were large- 


ly recruited from the printing force. The 
thoroughly equipped “Jour” printer of the 
old school was a man who could go to the 
and “set” things “out of his head.” 
“Artemus Ward,” otherwise Charles F. 
Browne, was one such. “Uncle Remus,” oth- 
erwise Joel Chandler Harris, was another. 
Both of these have delighted millions of 
readers in their own and in other countries. 
And so it is natural that an “Uncle Remus” 
day is being set aside in Georgia annually, 
beginning today, in honor of Joel Chandler 
Harris. 

“Uncle Remus’” tmaginings began when 
he was a common schoolboy and a student

. cf the local academy at Eatonton, Ga., the 


state in which, and to which, his whole ca- 
reer was fashioned. These imaginings con- 
tinued while he toiled as a printer’s appren- 
tice, proving galleys, washing type, working 
a Franklin press and, in leisure moments, 
learning to “distribute.” They developed in 
the office of The Countryman, a weekly, and 
expanded on The Savannah News, a daily. 
Whilst on this paper he ‘was permitted to 
write some “pieces,” but not until 1876, when 
he joined the staff of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, did they begin to soar. 

The Constitution has always had an open 
door for good writing, and an open heart 
for good writers, and when Joel Chandler 
Harris began to slip “Uncle Remus” sketches 
into its columns, his status and permanency 
on that journal were fixed. As long as the 
Gradys and the Howells were concerned, 
there would be a place for any man who 
could depict the character of the lovable 
Georgia negro as well as could the shirt- 
sleeved man at the top of the first flight 
back. Joel Chandler Harris struck a new 
vein in southern literature, and almost fm- 
mediately his sketches were being clipped 
and copied everywhere. It took him a Ccon- 
siderable time to see the commercial side of 
his art, and then some northern publishers 
had to see it for him; but, once seen, he 
produced upon order and in orthodox fash- 
ion, until in the course of a few years, he 
bad volumes enough in binding to fill a 


lengthy bookshelf. 
All that he could produce was wanted,

“Uncle Sam Making 
Money Out of It’ 


(From Collier’s Weekly.) 

From an editorial in Clark Howell’s At- 
lanta “Constitution” we take this brief ac- 
count of an infamous crime: 

Down in Ben Hill county Willis Wal- 
ker is dead and his brother, Jim Walker, 
is in jail, charged.with having killed 

him, after the two had sat around a cou- 
ple of bottles of liquor which they ‘had 
just secured from the express office. 

It is just another of those cases of 
which almost daily record is made in the 
news dispatches, proceeding from the 
same cause: Two quarts of liquor for 
which the order was solicited by mail, 
which was ordered by mail, and shipped 
by express—all by authority of the fed- 
eral government, and in spite of the state 
law.

Well-Known Negro Makes 
Plea for Practical 
Education of Race 


Editor Constitution: I have had a six 
weeks’ continuous trip to Marietta, Newnan, 
Dawson, Fitzgerald, Milledgeville and Vi- 
dalia. I saw my people in large numbers, 
and studied both the good and the bad at 
different angles. Our greatest need is in- 
dustrial education imparted by unselfish and 
capable leaders. Too much stress cannot 
be laid upon good morals and good habits. 
The effect of high-price cotton was in evi- 
dence in every direction. 

Our people are living in better houses, 
wearing better clothes, eating more whole- 
some food, and are more intelligent than 
at any time since the war. Much of this 
seeming progress comes of general condi- 
tions and the direction of others than one 
might think at a glance. The south is a 
great field in which my race has the oppor- 
tunity of its life for owning their homes, 
farms, afid developing a good character, and, 
in fact, a basis on which they can build 
permanently and be useful to themselves and 
others. I could not be pessimistic if I 
wanted, but our patience seems to weaken at 
times to see that large class among us who 
seem not to know that they don’t know. 
They are shiftless, maliciously mean, they 
don’t want to work and yet they desire to 
dress well, live easy, discuss rights and priv- 
ileges and too often are topics of discussion 
in the community in which they live. 

There is but one remedy for these condi- 
tions which wil last for many years to come, 
the common sense school house, with com- 
mon sense school teachers and a humble 
and common sense home life. I wish I could 
impress the rich and the controlling element 
of the country, especially of Georgia, how it 
would pay to endow schools like the Atlanta 
Normal and Industrial institute to train the 
young men and women of my race in their 
English studies and graduate them thor- 
oughly in trades of farming, cooking, laun- 
dry, coachmen, household helps, dairying, 
brick and rock masonry, plain sewing, chauf- 
feurs, and scores of other trades. This would 
dignify honest work, and would save our race 
from criminality and idleness and help build 
character, and it would make them love and 
respect their state and community in which 
they live. 

The negro youth of the south should not 
be left to grow up as weeds in the field. I 
believe a large element of the best poople of 
our section and state realize in a large meas- 
ure the truth of my assertion. “Train a 
child in the way he should go and at a 
later time whatever the temptation or tria) 


it will not depart from it.” 

Why shouldn't the negro youth born and 
reared in the south, the home of their grand- 
parents, the home of their schools, churches 
and savings, be trained into a higher and 
more definite appreciation of their section? 
Practical education imparted by the proper 
persons for the good of all concerned is the 
remedy. 

The negro will pay less attention to who 
likes or dislikes him, or that he cannot be 
good and usetul in the south caused by the 
attitude of a few, or his environment, as he 
is trained along proper lines. Many of our 
best friends in the country today are from 
among the best people in almost every com- 
munity where we live. 

Iam not surprised at the constant irreg- 
ularities in various communities among the 
race. Think of it, three generations ago 
the negroes in this section were the prop- 
erty of somebody else. Today he owns prop- 
erty and many of them are decent citizens 
in the very communities with the people 
who owned him at that time. Our eople 
have their salvation in their own hands and 
can be good or bad as they will. We have 
got a long ways to go to reach a permanent 
and lasting place in race uplift and bet- 
terment. 

We must not overestimate our ability 
to stand up in our place and be counted one, 
and it is very necessary that we do not 
allow anyone else to overestimate what we 
may be able to do. Our greatest need is 
practical education for the masses as wel] 
as the classes, that is, learning how to do 
the things we are best fitted to do with- 
out complaining. 

Negroes of the country have not made 
better progress along material lines than in 
the state of Georgia, and if he is-to main-

BIG MARKET FOR HOGS 
IN GEORGIA IS SHOWN 
BY BAHNSEN’S FIGURES 


Despite the fact that Georgia has made 
very considerable progress in the matter of 
raising hogs in the last several years, it 
appears that there is yet plenty of room for 
further production for home consumption. 
This situation is made apparent from the 
report of State Veterinarian Peter F. Bahn- 
sen to the effect that Georgians paid out 
during the first eleven months of this year @ 
total of $5,500,000 tor side-meat alone, 


shipped into Georgia from other states, The 
compilation of these figures has just been 
completed, and this sum does not take into 
consideration the money spent for fresh meat 
and other items of food which could readity 
be grown within the confines of the state of 
Georgia. Figures showing money spent for 
other food items are in the course of com- 
Pilation and will be announced later. 

The figures in the office of the state vet- 
érinarian show that there were shipped into 
Georgia from other states during the first 
eleven months of this year 36,000,000 pounds 
of side-meat. This number of pounds, at 15 
cents per pound, figures up a side-meat bill 
of approximately $5,500,000. 

It is estimated that the meat bill which 
Georgia has paid this year to other states 
will amount to $15,000,000 or more.

STERN VIEW 
OF OUTLOOK.

PREMIER STATES 
BRITISH POSITION. 


Rising in the house a few minutes 
after 4 aglock, the prime minister said: 

“IT appear before the house of com- 
mons today with the most terrible re- 
sponsibility that can fall upon the 
shoulders of any living man as chief 
adviser of the crown, in the most 
gigantic war in which this countky was 
ever engaged, a war upon the events 
of which its destiny depends. It is the 
greatest war ever waged; the burdens 
are the heaviest that have been cast 
upon this or any other country, and the 
issues the gravest that have been at- 
tached to any conflict in which hu- 
manity was ever involved. 

“The responsibilities of the new gov- 
ernment have been suddenly accentu- 
ated by the declaration made by the 
German chancellor. The statement made 
by him in the reichstag has been fol- 
lowed by a note presented by the 
United States without note or comment. 
The answer given by this government 
‘will be given in full accord with all 
our allies. 

“Naturally, there has been an inter- 
change of views, not upon the note, 
because it has only recently arrived, 
but upon the speech which impelled it, 
and, as the note itself is practically 
only a reproduction of a paraphrase of 
the speech, the subject matter of the 
note itself has been discussed inform- 
ally between the allies. I am glad to 
be able to state that we each separately 
and independently arrived at identical 
conclusions. 

“I am very glad that the first answer 
given to the statement of the German 
chancellor was given by France and 
Russia. They have the unquestionable 
right to give the first answer to such 
an invitation. The enemy is still on 
their soil, and their sacrifices have been 
the greatest. 

“The answer they have given has al- 
ready appeared in the papers, and I 
simply stand here to give clear and 
definite support to the statement they 
have already made. 


WORDS OF LINCOLN 
QUOTED BY PREMIER. 


“Any man or set of men who wanton- 
ly or without sufficient cause prolonged 
a terrible conflict like this would have 
on his soul a crime that oceans could 
not cleanse. 

“On the other hand, it is equally 
true that any man or set of men who 
from a sense of weariness or despair, 
abandoned the struggle without achiev- 
ing the high purposes’ for which we 
entered it, would be guilt¥V of the cost- 
liest act of poltroonery ever perpetrat- 
ed by any statesman. I should like to 
quote the words of Abraham Lincoln 
under similar conditions: 

“Wei accepted this war for an ob- 
ject, and a world object, and the war 
will end when the object is attained 
under God. I hope it will never end 
until that time.’ 

“Are we likely to achieve the object 
by accepting the invitation of the Ger- 
man chancellor? What are the pro- 
posals? There are none. 

“To enter, on the invitation of Ger- 
many, proclaiming herself victorious,

without any knowledge of what pro-' 


posals she proposes to make, into a 
conference, is to put our heads into a 
noose with the ropé end in the hands of 
(7ermany. 

“This country is not altogether 
without experience in these matters. 
This is not the first time we have 
fought a great military despotism 
overshadowing Europe, and it won't 
be the first time we have helped to 
overthrow a military despotism. We 
have an uncomfortable historical mem- 
ory of these things and can recall one 
of the greatest of these despots, whose 
favorite device was to appear in the 
garb of an angel of peace, either when 
he wished time to assimifate his con- 
quests or to reorganize his forces for 
fresh contests, or, secondly, when his 
subjects showed symptoms of fatigue 
and war-weariness, an appeal was al- 
ways made in the name of humanity. 
He demanded an end to the bloodshed 
at which he professed himself horri- 
fied, although he himself was mainly 
responsible. 

“Our ancestors were taken in once, 
and bitterly they and Europe rue it. 
The time was devoted to reorganizing 
his forces for deadlier attack than ever 
upon the liberties of Europe. 

“Examples of this kind cause us to 
regard this note with a considerable 
measure of reminiscent disquiet. 


GERMANY MUST MAKE 
FULLEST RESTITUTION. 


“We feel that we ought to know, be- 
fore we can give favorable considera- 
tion to such an invitation, that Ger- 
many is prepared to accede to the only 
terms on which it is possible peace can 
be obtained and maintained in Europe. 
Those terms have been repeatedly stat- 
ed by the leading statesmen of the al- 
lies. They have been stated repeatedly 
here and outside. To quote the leader 
of the house last week: 

““*Reparation and guarantee against 
repetition, so there shall be no mis- 
take, and it is important that there 
should be no mistake in a matter of life 
or death to millions.’ 

“Let me repeat—complete 
tion, full reparation and 
guarantees. 

“Did the German 
single phrase to indicate 
prepared to accept such a 
there a hint of restitution? Was there 
a suggestion of reparation? Was there 
an implication of any security for the 
future, that this outrage on civiliza- 
tion would not again be perpetrated 
at the first profitable opportunity? 

“The very substance and style of the 
speech constitutes a denial of peace on 
the only terms on which peace is pos- 
sible. He is not even conscious now 
that Germany has committed any of- 
fense against the rights of free nations, 
Listen to this from the note: 

*“ ‘Not for an instant have they (the 
central powers) swerved from the con- 
Viction that respect of the rights of 
other nations is not in any degree in- 
compatible with their own rights and 
legitimate interests.’ 


GERMAN DEEDS 
IN BELGIUM. 


“When did they discover this? Where 
was respect for the rights of other na- 
tions in Belgium and Serbia? That 
was self-defense, menaced, I suppose, 
by the overwhelming armies of Bel- 
gium, [ suppose the Germans had 
been intimidated into invading Bel- 
gium and burning Belgian cities and 
villages, into massacreing thousands of 
the inhabitants, old and young: into 
carrying off the survivors into bond- 
age. Yea, and they were carrying them 
into slavery at the very moment when 
this note was being written about their 
unswerving conviction as to the re-

“Are these outrages 
interest of Germany? We must know. 
This is not a moment for peace. If 
excuses of this kind for palpable crimes 
can be put forward two and a half 
years after exposure by the grim facts, 
is there any guarantee that similar 
subterfuges will not be used in the fu- 
ture to overthrow any treaty of peace 
you may enter into with Prussian mili- 
tarism?- 

“The note and speech prove that they 
have not yet learned the alphabet of 
respect for the right of others. 

“Without reparation peace is impos- 
sible. Are all these outrages against 
humanity on land and sea to be liqui- 
dated by a few pious phrases about hu- 
manity? Germany leaves us to exact 
the damage for all future violence com. 
mitted after the war. We must exact 
it now, so as not to leave such a grim 
inheritance to our children. 

“Much as we all long for peace, 
deeply as we are horrified with war, 
this note and speech, which heralded it, 
do not afford us much encouragement 
to hope for an honorable and lasting 
peace. 


GERMAN PEACE OFFER 
PAEAN OF VICTORY, 


“What hope is given in the speech 
that the whole root and cause of this 
Sreat bitterness, the arrogant spirit of 
the Prussian military caste, will not be 
as dominant as ever, if we patch up 
peace now? The very speech in which 
these peace suggestions are made re- 
sounds to the boast of Prussian mili- 
tary triumph. It is a long paean over 
the victory of Von Hindenburg. 

“We must keep a steadfast eye upon 
the purpose for which we entered the

ace. But we can hardly realize what 
it meant to France and Ruasia. Several 
times there were threats directed

'of this generation, which presented

“Now that this great war kas been

STRIKING SENTENCES 
BY LLOYD-GEORGE.

“An absolutely new army! The old 
had done its duty and spent itself in 
the achievement of that great task. 
This isa new army. A year ago it was 
ore in the earth of Britain—yea, and 
of lreland. It became iron. It has 
passed through the fiery furnace and 
the opens knows that it is now fine 
steel. 

“An absolutely new army! New 
men, new officers taken ‘rom schogls, 
boys from schools, from colleges, from 
counting houses, never trained to war, 
never thought of war; many, perhaps 
never handled a weapon of war; gen- 
erals never given an opportunity ol 
handling great masses of men. 

“They have faced the greatest army 
in the world, the greatest army the 
world has ever seen, the best equipped, 
the best trained, and they have beaten, 
beaten them, beaten them. 

“Battle after battle, day after day, 

week after week, in the strongest en- 
trenchments ever devised by human 
skill, they have driven them out by 
valor, valor which is incredible when 
you read the story of it. .. . 
i “IT have uo dowbt that the old cabi- 
nets were better adapted to navigate 
the parliamentary river, with its shoals 
and shiftihg sands, and perhaps, for a 
cruise in home waters. But a cabinet 
of twenty-three was rather top-heavy 
for a gale. I do not say that this new 
craft is best adapted for parliamentary 
navigation, but [ am convinced that it 
ie best for war. . .« *« 

“It is true that in a multitude of 
counsellors there is wisdom. That was 
written for Oriental countries in peace 
time. You can’t run a war with a 
sanhedrin. That is the meaning of our 
cabinet of five, and of its members 
doing sentry duty outside, manning the 
ways and defending the council cham- 
ber against attack while we are try- 
ing to do cur work inside. .. . 


alVING, NOT GAINING, 
MAKES NATION GREAT. - 


“You can’t have absolute equality in 
sacrifice. In war that is impossible. 
But you can have equal readiness to 
sacrifice from all. There are hundreds 
of thousands who have given their 
lives; there are millions who have giv- 
en up comfortable homes and ex- 
changed them for daily communion 
with death. Multaudes have given up 
those whom they loved best. Let the 
nation as a whole place its comforts, 
its luxuries, its indulgences, its ele- 
gances on the national altar consecrat- 
ed by such sacrifices as these men have 
made! ren us proclaim during the 
war a national Lent. The nation will 
be better and stronger for it, mentally 
and morally, as well as physically. It 
will strengthen its fiber and ennoblte 
its spirit. Without it we shall not get 
che full benefit of this struggle. 

“Our armies have driven the enemy 
out of the battered villages of France 
and across the devastated plains of Bel- 
zium. They might hurl him across the 
Rhine in battered disarray. But un- 
less the nation as a whole shoulders 
part of the burden of victory it won'’s 
profit by the triumph, for it is not 
what a nation gains, but what it gives 
that makes it great.” 

The premier’s peroration 
follows: 

“If in this war I have paid scant 
heed to the call of party, it is because 
J realized from the moment the Prus- 
Sian cannon hurled death at a peace- 
able and inoffensive little country that 
a challenge had been sent to civiliza- 
tion to decide an issue higher than 
party, deeper than party, wider than 
all parties, an issue, upon the settle- 
ment of which will depend tke fate of 
the men in this world for generations, 
when existing parties will have fallen 
like dead leaves on the highway. 

“Those issues are the issues I want to 
keep in front of the nation, so that we 
shall not falter or faint in our resolu- 
tions. 

“There is a time in every prolonged 
and fierce war when, in the passion and 
rage of conflict, men forget the high 
purpose with which they entered it. 
‘This is a struggle for international 
right, international honor, international] 
good faith—the channel along which 
, peace, honor and good will must flow 
| mnong men. 


MIGHT OF BRITAIN 
STOPPED GERMANY. 


“The embankments laboriously built 
up by generations otf men against bar- 
‘barism have been broken, and had not 

the might of Britain passed into the 

breach Europe would have been inun- 
dated with a flood of savagery and un- 

bridled lust of power.” . . , 

“It is not a mere haphazard law of 
supply and demand tnat will accom- 
plish that which is necessary to save

“T tried once to remove the misun- 

derstanding between England and Ire- 
land | was drenched with suspicion 
of Irishmen by Englishmen. and of 
Englishmen by Irishmen, and, worse 
and most fatal of all, suspicion by 
Irishmen of Irishmen. It was a quag- 
mire of distrust which clogged my foot- 
steps and made _ progress impossible. 
That is the real enemy of Ireland. If 
that could be slain I believe it would 
accomplish an act of reconciliation that 
would make lreland greater and Britain 
greater and make the United Kingdom 
and the empire greater than they ever 
were before. That why I have al- 
ways thought and said that the real so- 
lution of the Trish problem is largely 
one of better atmosphere. ‘I am speak- 
ing not merely for myself but for my 
colleagues when I say we shall strive 
to produce that better feeling. . ‘ 

“The policy of a common Front must 

be a reality. It is on the other side. 
Austrian guns are helping the German 
infantry and German infantry is stif- 
fening the Austrian arms. The Turks 
are helping the Germans, Austrians 
and Bulgarians mix with all. There is 
an essential feeling that there is but 
one front, and we have got to get that 
more and more, instead of having over- 
whelming guns on one side and bare 
breasts and gallant breasts on the 
other.”

ASQUITH SUPPORTS 
.LOYD-GEORGE. 


London, December 19.—-Former Pre- 
mier Asquith, after declaring that his 
first duty was to extend congratula- 
tions, which he did with all his heart, 
to Mr. Lloyd-George upon his acceés-. 
sion to the highest and most impor- 
tant office in the service of the crown, 
made a brief but pointed reference to 
the question of peace. 

“The country,” he said, “has just re- 
ceived some so-called peace proposals 
from Germany. True, these proposals 
are wrapped up with the familiar dia- 
lect of Prussian arrogance. But how |: 
comes it after two years of war that ' 
a power which professes itself conscious , 
of military superiority and ultimate 
victory begins to whisper—nay, even to 
shout so that all the world can hear— 
the word ‘peace?’ 

‘Is this from a sudden'‘access of chi- 
valry? When did the German chancel- 
lor become so sensitive to the dictates 
of humanity? 

‘We must look elsewhere for the ori- 
gin of these proposals. They are born, 
of military and economic necessity. We! 
all yearn for peace, but it must be an 
honorable, not a shamefaced . peace. ' 
There must be no patched up, preca- | 
rious compromise. It must be a peace 
that achieves the purpose for which! 
we entered the war. Such a peace we 
would gladly accept. Anything short 
of it we are bound to repudiate by ev- 
ery obligation of honor, and, above all, 
by the debt we owe those who have 
given their lives to the cause. 

“IT see nothing in the note from Ger- 
many which gives me the least reason |{ 
to believe thax they are prepared to 
give us reparation and security. If 
they are in such a mood, if they are 
prepared to give us reparation for the 
past and security for the future, let 
them say so.” 

Mr. Asquith said his one great desire 
was to place at the disposal of the 
government whatever experience he 
possessed. 

While it was a relief to be free from 
the almost unsupportable burden, con- 
tinued Mr. Asquith, it also was a mat- 
ter of regret to-leave unfinished the 
task for which he had labored so long. 
He did not assume the role of apologist 
for the late government and he denied 
that there had been slackness on its 
part. 

The former prime minister also spoke 
of the general situation, saying: 

“The prospects regarding finance 
and transport are serious, but not su 
serious as to justify misgivings or 
alarm. But the difficulties will not he 
solved, as some seem to think, who 
mistake bustie for business and vehe- 
mence for strength, by short cuts or 
a series of coups de main. 

“Tt agree with Mr. Lloyd-George about 
Rumania: it has been a bad business 
and it is impossible to apportion the 
degree of responsibility therefor. But 
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it is a good illustration of the urgent! 
ew of more intimate co-opera- 
on.” 


REPARATION NEEDED, 
ASSERTS LORD CURZON. 


London, [December 19.—“The policy 
of the new government is that the war 
mrust be conducted with the utmost 
prosecution; that there. must be an am- 
ple return for all sacrifices; that ful) 
reparation must be made by the enemy 
for his countless crimes, and security 
given that those crimes will not be re- 
peated and that the sacrifices made 
Shall not have been in vain,” said Ear’ 
Curzon, member of the new war coun- 
cil in Sresennee the policy of the gov- 
ernment in the house of lords today. 

“The government's aim is that the 
peace of Europe shall be re-established 
on the basis of the free and independ- 
ent existence of nations great and 
small, and that as regards this country 
it shall be free from the menace which 
the triumph of Germany and the Ger- 
mnan spirit would entail. 

“Our answer to Germany’s latest 
move must be swift and sure. It is 
not too much to ask the people to take 
“pon themselves for a few months the 
obligations which Germany has _ im- 
posed upon herself. The nation is fight- 
ing for its life and is entitled to the 
best and fullest service of its sons.” 

Lord Curzon said that Germany’s 
success in Rumania was by no means 
mt a ata as she was trying to make 
out. 

“Evidence is forthcoming daily of 
the desperate straits of Germany at 
home and in the field,” he said. “The 
position of the central powers is not 
80 good as they would have the world 
believe. Our attitude should not be 
one of despondency or alarm.” :

The recent action of the British au- 
thorities in lifting the embargo on rags 
has greatly relieved the situation for 
the various felt mill®in this country, 
When Great Britain clamped on the lid 
shortly after the beginning of the war, 


intense alarm was felt throughout this]. 


country by the felt mills who had de- 
pended for years on foreign rags from 
which felt for roofing and other prod- 
ucts is made. The domestic rag busi- 
. ness at that time was not very well or- 
' ganized, but as the war went on and 
: practically no foreign rags were to be 
had, the collection and distribution of 
this important raw material was better 
systematized. In spite of this fact, how- 
ever, the last few months has witnessed 
such an unprecedented demand for 
ready roofings that felt makers were 
looking forward to a possible shortage 
of supply in the near future. While 


there has been a good ‘supply of domestic } 


rags to take care of the felt mill re- 


quirements and while these rags have! 


been moving freely, the removal of the 
‘embargo has averted any possibility of 
future ‘shortage. 

There are about 30 large felt mills 
'in this country that use thousands of 
tons of rags annually in making felt 
for roofing purposes, all of whom will 
be directly benefited by Great Britain’s 
| lifting the embargo. 

It has been pointed out, however, that 
this new supply will not tend to lower 
the price of fintshed ready roofing be- 
cause the greatly increased demand for 
this material and the inability of the 


felt mills to fill the order's on hand, will | 
keep, prices at their present level; in, 
fact, there are many who predict that! 


prices will continue to advance. This is 

| due not only to the unprecedented de- 
mand for ready roofings, which is tax- 
‘ing the facilities ¥ the felt mills, but 
also due to the increased cost of labor, 
other raw materials, and the shorter 
hours of work which have been re- 
- cently put in by a number of leading 
manufacturers.

Vickers Machine Guns 
To the Number of 4,000 
Bought for the U. S. Army 


a 


Washington, December 19.—In ac- 
cordance with the original recommen- 
dations of the special machine gun 
board, the war department today let 
contracts for 4,000 Vickers machine 
guns and accessories at a cost of $5,- 
500,000, and announced that additional 
contracts soon would be let which 
would bring the sum to be expended on 
such weapons for the regular army and 
the national guard up to about $39,- 
500,000. : 

The department’s decision was con- 
strued as finally disposing of the sug- 
gestion that the Lewis machine gun, 
concerning which there has been a bit- 
ter controversy, should be adopted as 
the army standard. In announcing the 
award the department let it be known 
that the machine gun board had been 
reconvened to consider the Lewis gun, 
and after holding extensive hearings 
had adhered to its original recommen- 
dation. 

The board recommended that all 
funds available for the purchase of 
machine guns, except about $1,500,000, 
should be expended for Vickers guns 
and accessories. The reserve sum will! 
be held pending further tests of the 
various types of guns, a number of 
which may be purchased for experi- 
mental purposes. 


OFFICIAL ROUTE NAMED 
FOR JEFFERSON HIGHWAY 


New Orleans, December 18.—The offi- 
cial route-of the Jefferson highway, 
running between Winnipeg, Canada, on 
the north, and New Orleans on the 
south, a distance of 2,000 miles, was 
announced here late today by J. D. 
Clarkson, of Des Moines, general man- 
ager of the highway. The only con- 
test left to be determined was be- 
tween two proposed routes in Louisi- 
ana, between Colfax and New Orleans, 
This was decided by Mr. Clarkson to- 
day. 

The official route in Louisiana, ac- 
cording to the announcement, will run 
on the east side of the Mississippi 
river from New Orleans to _ Baton 
Rouge. At Baton Rouge the highway 
will cross the Mississippi and run 
northward on the west side of the river 
through Port Allen and Melville to 
Alexandria, thence through Pineville 
and Bagdad to Colfax. 

The highway, leaving Louisiana at 
Shreveport, will run to Denison, Texas, 
Muskogee, to Joplin. From Joplin to 
Kansas Citv the east route will be 
through Carthage, Mo., and the west 
through Fort Scott and Pittsburg, Kan, 
From Kansas City the route will run 
through St. Joseph, Mo., to Des Moines, 
Mason City, Iowa, Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and north to. Winnipeg. 

Mr. Clarkson announced that fully 60 
per cent of the paved highway already 
was constructed on the money in the 
local treasuries to cover cost of com- 
sletion, while the other 50 per cent was 
fn good condition for travel.

JOHN HAYS HAMMOND. 


John Hays Hammond, probably the 
most famous mining engineer in the 
world, was reported ill at a Baltimore 
hotel in which he wa's staying tempo- 
rarily. It was said that the illness was 
not serious. Mr. Hammond will be 62 
years old on March 31 next. He has 
been interested in promoting mining 
ventures in many parts of the world, 
and hi's career has been filled with in- 
teresting episodes, such as his arrest 
by the British government for com- 
plicity in the Jameson raid on the 
Transvaal. For this he was sentenced 
to death. The sentence was commuted 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment, and he 
was released on payment of a fine of 
$125,000. It was said some years ago 
that Mr. Hammond received a salary of 
$1,000,000 a year from certain mining 
interests. He has been an active re- 
publican, was mentioned for the vice 
presidential nomination and represented 
the United States at the coronation of 
King George.

TURKS, LIKE GERMANS, 
INSTRUMENTS OF GOD 


Berlin, December ]9.—(Via Wireless.) 
The Overseas News agency today gave 
out for publication a Constantinople 
dispadch containing a speech of the 
Turkish minister of foreign affairs, 
~Halil Bey, before parliament, dealing 
With a recent address made before the 
Kussian duma by Prime Minister Tre- 
poff concerning the agreement  be- 
tween the entente allies with regard 
to the disposition of Constandinople 
after the war. 

“The Russian Minister Trepoff,” Ha- 
lil Bey is quoted as having said, ‘‘con- 
sidered it necessary after the break 
down of Rumania to delude the down-, 
hearted Russians by holding before 
their eyes a dream of the conquest of 
Constantinople. He declared that ’ 
France and England had agreed with | 
Russia to support Russia’s despotism 
over Constantinople, and that the Rus- 
sian joo’ must know why they were | 
shedding their blood. 

“We have not the habit of bragging. 
We answer the fantastic ideas of Tre- : 
poftf with a reality of facts, and we 
thank God that e has allowed our 
flags to wave victoriously on the Ru- 
manian passes—that is, on the short- 
est road from Russia to Constantino- 
ple. They commenced this war drunk 
with ambitious pretentions and pursu- 
ing fantastic plans. We fight and we 
march on the way of truth and will 
continue to do so confiding in the Al- 
mighty and supported by the force of 
our army and sacrifice of our nation. 
We are ready for peace, but we are pre- 
pared for war.”

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FOR FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF RADIO MESSAGES 


Washington, December 19.—First 
steps toward ultimate government con- 
(trol of all radio communication  be- 
tween the United States, its outlying 
possessions and ships at sea are pro- 
posed in an administrastion bill laid 
before congress today providing for a 
sweeping revision of the laws regulat- 


ing wireless stations. 

“he proposal is in line with a plan 
worked out nearly a year ago by navy 
wireless experts and indorsed by Sec- 
retary Danieis and other administra- 
tion officials in an informal sugges- 
tion to all of the American republics 
for uniform government wireless con- 
trol throughout the western  hemis- 
phere. 

In an initial step the measure pre- 
sented today would authorize the fed- 
eral government to purchase commer- 
cial stations where the owners are will- 
ing to sell at a fair valuation; would 
permit government-owned plants to he 
opened for private commercial busi- 
ness, and in the interest of national 
defense would throw restrictions about 
the participation of aliens in the con- 
trol or operation of American wireless. 
Every private concern operating in the 
United States would be required under 
the bill to bring at least two-thirds of 
its stock under American ownership 
and to have a two-thirds majority of 
Americans on its board of directors. 
No alien would be licensed as an opera- 
tor in any land plant on American ter- 
ritory. 

The bill, drafted by representatives 
of the several executive departments 
interested, was introduced in the senate 
by Senasor Fletcher, a member of the 
commerce committee, and in the house 
by Representative Alexander, chair- 
man of the merchant marind@ committee. 
The expectation is that it will be press- 
ed for passage during the present short 
session.
